I append  herewith  a summarized  report  compiled  in  accordance 
with  Circular  2/50  dated  25th  January,  1950. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  report  is  of  a brief  character  only 
and  by  no  means  embraces  the  full  working  of  my  department. 

To  enumerate  fully  the  statistics  and  records  of  all  undertakings 
in  my  control  would  entail  a special  staff  for  the  purpose,  keeping 
of  records  throughout  the  year  and  the  final  report  would  be  much 
too  long  for  this  purpose.

As  compared  with  the  previous  year  there  were  increases  of 
1.811  gallons,  0.247  gallons,  and  0.278  gallons  under  Trade, 
Compensation,  and  Total  headings  respectively,  and  a decrease 
under  the  Domestic  Heading  of  1.780  gallons. 

The  Rainfall  for  the  Year  measured  at  Lind  way  Reservoirs 
was  only  23.62  inches  ; the  driest  month  was  June,  and  the  wettest 
July.  The  rainfall  on  the  15th  July  was  1.67  inches,  this  was 
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the  greatest  reading  during  the  year.  The  year  was  an  exceptionally 
dry  one,  with  dry  periods  from  January  to  June  and  August  to 
September. 

The  water  supply  for  the  area  has  been  generally  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination, 
are  taken  quarterly.  The  sterilising  agent  is  “Chloros”.  In 

each  case  the  Chemical  Analysis  afforded  no  evidence  of  the 
occurrence  of  active  pollution.  In  the  case  of  one  sample  the 
presumptive  coliform  test  showed  coliform  bacilli  present.  The 
dosage  of  Chloros”  was  increased  and  subsequent  samples 
proved  suitable  for  drinking  purposes.  In  another  sample  the 
high  figure  given  for  chlorides  was  accounted  for  by  the  presence 
of  water  pumped  from  South  Wingfield  Colliery. 

In  Alfreton  U.  D.  (less  Codnor  Park  and  Ironville)  public 
mains  supply  water  to  6, .820  dwelling  houses  and  19,350  population 
direct  to  the  houses  and  only  one  dwelling  house  by  means  of  a 
standpipe. 

There  were  29  occasions  during  the  year  when  the  water  supply 
to  local  areas  had  to  be  turned  off  for  short  periods  to  repair 
bursts  in  the  mains,  etc. 

New  water  mains  have  been  laid  as  follows  : — 

3"  Main  to  supply  Hayes  Camp.  Temporary  Housing  Site  200  lin.yds. 
3"  Main  from  Riddings  to  Pye  Bridge  ^ 900  lin.yds. 

7"  Main,  Diversion  for  Opencast  Coal  Site,  Oakerthorpe  570  lin.yds. 

Waste  of  Water  Notices  — Public  Health  Act  1875. 

37  Notices  have  been  sent  to  owners  of  property  to  repair 
burst  pipes  etc.,  causing  wastage  of  water. 

685  Taps  have  had  new  washers  fitted  free  of  Charge  by  the 
\\  aste  Water  Inspector,  in  order  to  conserve  the  water  supply. 

New  water  services  have  been  laid  from  the  water  mains  to 
the  boundary  of  highways  for  122  Council  Houses,  and  14  Private 
Houses  and  there  have  been  14  replacement  supplies.  No  charge 
s made  for  this  service. 

Out  of  46  complaints  received  of  poor  water  supply  and  pressure 
29  were  found  to  be  caused  by  either  corroded  water  services  or 
too  many  houses  being  supplied  by  one  inadequate  service,  and 
17  caused  by  a blocked  ferrule  on  the  water  main.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  serve  five  preliminary  notices  on  owners  to  provide 
adequate  water  supply. 

Water  Abstraction  Regulations.  1947. 

Under  Section  6 of  the  Water  Act  1945. 

A daily  record  has  been  kept  of  water  pumped  from  Lea  Bore- 
hole and  Lindway  Borehole,  and  water  analyses  taken,  and 
returns  sent  to  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  and  Museum 
in  accordance  with  the  above  regulations. 
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HOUSING. 

There  were  140  traditional  houses  completed  during  the  year  by 
Alfreton  U.  D.  C.  This  is  an  increase  of  43  over  the  previous 
year  and  brings  the  total  to  313,  and  makes  Alfreton  the  top 
Urban  District  in  Derbyshire  for  Post-War  Houses.  In  addition 
26  Houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 

The  number  of  houses  under  construction  by  Alfreton  U.D.C. 
(at  the  end  of  1949)  was  126  and  by  private  enterprise  16. 

Housing  Contract  let  to  Contractors  during  1949* 

During  1949  120  Houses  have  been  let  to  local  builders  in  9 
Contracts  on  the  Cottage  Farm  Estate,  Somercotes.  Complete 
plans,  and  sections  have  been  drawn  and  specifications  and  quantit- 
ies prepared  for  each  house  type.  Although  occasional  contracts 
have  been  put  out  to  Tender  to  ensure  current  prices,  it  has 
been  found  expedient  to  negotiate  prices  for  small  numbers  of 
houses,  bringing  in  local  builders,  thus  ensuring  competition  between 
these  builders  and  a smooth  follow  on  for  their  programme.  Full 
liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  officials  of  the  the  Ministry 
of  Health  at  Nottingham,  who  have  been  extremely  helpful. 

The  success  and  smoothness  with  which  the  housing  programme 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  is  due  in  no  small  measure 
to  the  vigilence  and  co-operation  of  the  Clerk  of  Works.

Pleasure  Grounds  Etc. 

The  only  improvement  of  any  importance  carried  out  on  Pleasure 
Grounds  was  at  Riddings  Recreation  Ground.  The  bank  in  front  of 
the  pavilion  was  terraced  in  rubble  and  new  paths  made  down  to  the 
bowling  green.  Work  on  the  foundation  for  a new  tennis  court  was 
carried  out. 

The  bowling  greens  at  Alfreton  Miners’  Welfare  Ground  have 
suffered  from  further  mining  subsidence  and  it  was  not  considered 
worth  while  spending  large  amounts  of  money  on  them  during  1949. 

Generally  the  Pleasure  Grounds  were  maintained  in  a reasonable 
condition  in  view  of  the  amount  of  labour  available  for  this  purpose. 

Trees  which  were  considered  to  require  felling  in  Birchwood 
Woods  realized  £ 85  and  a further  £71  was  obtained  for  trees  at 
Greenhill  Lane  and  Cottage  Farm,  Somercotes. 

Alfreton  Market. 

The  average  number  of  stalls  rented  each  Friday  on  Alfreton 
Market  was  28  and  a large  number  of  applicants  have  had  to  be 
refused  owing  to  the  shortage  of  space. 

It  is  necessary,  particularly  in  the  interests  of  Road  Safety  that 
an  alternative  Site  be  found  as  soon  as  possible. 

Notification  of  Defects  by  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  referred  57  complaints 
to  me  for  my  attention.  A large  number  of  these  were  of  a technical 
character  relating  to  building  construction.  Appropriate  action  was 
taken  and  the  complaints  remedied. 

Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  all  officers  of  the  Council.

Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  ninth  Annual  Report,  that 
for  the  year  1949.  To  facilitate  comparison,  the  statistical  and 
other  details  have  been  set  out  under  similar  headings  to  those  of 
previous  years,  and  cover  as  far  as  possible  the  varied  work  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Urban  Area. 

The  Report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circular  2/50 
dated  25th  January,  1950,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  in 
accordance  with  Articles  6 (3)  and  17  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  Article  14  (3)  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926.  The  latter  requires  Sanitary  Officers 
to  furnish  the  Medical  Officer  with  a report  of  their  work  during 
the  preceding  year,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  31st  December. 

So  far  as  my  department  is  concerned,  information  is  specifically 
requested  with  regard  to  the  following  : — 

(1)  —National  Assistance  Act , 1948.  Section  47.  — Removal  to 
suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  and  if 
action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  Section  a brief  note 
of  the  circumstances  of  each  case  to  be  included  in  the  report, 
together  with  information  as  to  reason  for  the  Council’s  action, 
period  named  in  order  of  the  Court,  the  type  of  accommodation  to 
which  the  person  was  removed,  and  the  ultimate  result  of  the 
Council’s  action  and  any  other  information  which  might  be  of 
interest. 

(2)  -Food. — Meat  and  Other  Foods  and  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

(3)  —Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. — - 

(a)  Total  number  of  outbreaks  ; 

(b)  Number  of  cases  ; 

(c)  Number  of  deaths  ; 

(d)  Organisms  or  other  agents  responsible,  with  number

Matters  coming  to  my  notice  either  by  observation  or  on  com- 
plaint requiring  the  attention  of  the  Surveyor  were  passed  on  to 
him  ; 57  such  instances  are  recorded  in  my  day  book.  The  inter- 
departmental co-operation  being  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Part  2. — Sanitation  and  Buildings  (Sections  14-188). 

Sewerage  scheme  for  the  District.  — Progress  in  the  preparation 
of  the  scheme  is  dealt  with  in  the  Surveyor’s  Report. 

Conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  carriage  system.-  During 
the  year  67  conversions  have  been  carried  out,  the  Council’s  con- 
tribution being  £\0  or  half  cost  towards  each  conversion.  Since 
the  scheme  was  adopted  in  1938,  489  conversions  have  been 
effected.  It  is  true  to  say  that  public  feeling  runs  very  high  with 
regard  to  the  necessity  to  use  a pail  closet  in  this  progressive  age. 
One  has  very  great  difficulty  in  convincing  audiences  that  every- 
thing possible  is  being  done  to  provide  a water  lavatory  to  every 
dwelling.  Even  school  children  have  raised  the  question  when  I 
have  lectured  to  them  in  their  last  term  at  school.  I sincerely 
hope  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  will  do  everything  possible  to 
expedite  the  scheme. 

Public  convenience , Nottingham  Road , Somercotes. — This  mat- 
ter has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports.  On  grounds  of  economy 
the  demolition  and  resiting  of  this  convenience  has  been  left  in 
abeyance. 
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Ironville  Schools: —Staff  and  scholars  have  still  to  use  pail 
closets.  This  is  most  unsatisfactory.  We  are  hoping  the  County 
Council’s  scheme  of  conversion  and  the  provision  of  a septic  tank 
and  filter  will  soon  be  carried  out. 

Cottages,  Nottingham  Lane , Riddings.  -A  satisfactory  solution 
has  been  found  to  the  problem  of  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  pollu- 
tion of  the  dyke  by  sink  waste  drainage  from  the  two  cottages  in 
Nottingham  Lane,  Riddings.  It  is  proposed  to  entirely  re-drain 
the  property  to  a septic  tank  and  filter  early  in  the  new  year. 

Wagon  and  Horses , King  Street , Alf reton  — Plans  were  ap- 
proved in  August,  and  an  early  commencement  on  the  re-construction 
of  lavatory  accommodation  for  both  sexes  and  the  demolition  of  the 
unsatisfactory  urinal  accommodation. 

Church  Hall , Somercotes.—  During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to 
serve  notice  on  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Hall,  Somercotes,  to 
thoroughly  cleanse  the  lavatory  accommodation  at  these  premises. 
The  hall  is  used  extensively  for  public  dances  and  other  social 
functions.  It  was  also  necessary  to  improve  the  ventilation  in  the 
gentlemen’s  lavatory.  The  work  was  carried  out  expeditiously  to 
my  entire  satisfaction. 

Codnor  Park  - Cromford  Canal . — Further  complaints  were 
received  during  the  long  period  of  dry  weather  when  a portion  of 
the  canal  dried  up.  As  a consequence  the  sink  waste  drainage  from 
the  various  cottages  along  the  canal  side  caused  a stench  which 
proved  to  be  a very  grave  nuisance.  I can  only  report  that  the 
answer  to  this  is  the  provision  of  an  adequate  sewerage  system  in 
the  district. 

1-7  Hickton  Road , Swanwick.  — During  the  year  complaints 
were  received  from  the  owner  of  one  of  the  houses  with  regard  to 
the  seepage  of  sewage  into  the  foundation  of  his  dwelling.  The 
Surveyor  and  I visited  the  property  and  levels  were  taken  and  it 
was  decided  to  serve  statutory  notice  on  each  owner  to  abolish  the 
septic  tank  and  connect  the  drains  to  the  public  sewer.  The  work 
has  now  been  completed  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

Huts , Limes  Avenue , Alfreton.—  During  the  year  it  wras  neces- 
sary to  rat-proof  several  of  the  huts  of  the  Nissen  type  wFere  the 
corrugated  iron  had  perished.  Rats  were  gaining  access  and  causing 
considerable  alarm  to  the  tenants.  I am  pleased  to  report  that 
following  the  publicity  given  to  my  remarks  last  year,  a considerable 
improvement  was  effected  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  site,  and  it  is 
now  several  months  since  it  was  necessary  to  rat  bait.  An  applica- 
tion by  one  of  the  tenants  to  keep  poultry  w>as  rejected  bv  my 
Council  during  the  year.  One  or  two  dirty  tenants  have  been 
visited  and  given  a “pep”  talk  with  satisfactory  results.  The 
housing  steward  keeps  a watchful  eye  on  the  Council  house  tenants 
and  refers  the  cases  of  dirty  tenants  to  me  for  the  necessary  action. 
One  bad  case  was  dealt  with  and  the  house  thoroughly  cleansed. 
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Filthy  or  Verminous  Premises  or  Articles  and 

Verminous  Persons. 

Sections  83-86. 

One  notice  was  served  during  the  year  under  Section  83,  and  one 
informal  notice  to  cleanse  filthy  house.  In  both  cases  the  premises 
were  thoroughly  cleansed  within  the  time  stated  in  the  notice,  and 
legal  proceedings  avoided. 

Part  3.  Sections  91 -WO. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  carry  out  systematic 
inspection  of  his  district  for  the  detection  and  abatement  of  nuis- 
ances. It  will  be  noted  that  8,083  visits  and  inspections  have  been 
made  and  7,237  defects  noted,  in  respect  of  which  2,914  informal 
notices  and  4 1 6 legal  notices  were  served. 

Legal  proceedings  were  threatened  in  one  or  two  instances  follow- 
ing approval  by  Council,  but  were  avoided  by  the  owners  carrying 
out  necessary  works. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

Sections  101-106. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  smoke,  dust  and  grit  nuisances  from  Miners’  Hostel, 
Nottingham  Road,  Alfreton,  National  Coal  Board,  Swanwick  Coll- 
ieries, and  S.  Walters  & Sons,  Riddings. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  management  in  each  instance. 
The  manager  of  Swanwick  Collieries  promised  to  give  the  matter 
his  careful  attention,  and  to  use  a better  grade  of  fuel.  The 
Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  sent  experts  down  to  train  the  staff  in 
hand-firing  methods  and  use  a greater  proportion  of  coke  at  the 
Miners’  Hostel.  Recent  observations  have  shown  a considerable 
improvement.  Messrs.  S.  Walters  & Sons  have  now  installed  an 
underfeed  stoker,  with  highly  satisfactory  results. 

DusL  nuisance  — Granwood  Flooring  Company.  — Spasmodic 
complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  with  regard  to  the 
dust  -nuisance  at  the,  Granwood  Flooring  Co.  Ltd.  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the  works  have  become  so 
used  to  complaining  about  the  dust  nuisance  that  they  cannot 
realise  it  has  been  cut  down  by  ninety  per  cent.  The  amount 
now  escaping  from  open  windows  of  the  factory  is  negligible,  when 
the  dust  extractor  plant  is  working  efficiently.  The,  Clerk  and  I 
visited  the  premises  to  witness  a demonstration  of  the  efficiency  of 
> the  new  plant,  and  having  seen  the  conditions  prior  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  new  equipment  we  were  highly  impressed.  The  firm 
and  your  officials  are  anxious  to  do  everything  possible  to  eliminate 
the  dust  nuisance  and  the  matter  will  receive  our  constant  attention. 
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Offensive  Trades. 

We  have  only  one  such  trade  in  the  area,  that  of  Messrs.  S. 
Walters  & Sons,  Tripedressers,  George  Street,  Riddmgs.  lhe  hrm 
are  particularly  progressive,  and  during  the  year  informed  me  t ey 
were  contemplating  altering  the  premises,  and  sought  my  advice. 

I gave  them  a rough  sketch  of  my  recommendations  based  brie  y 
on  dealing  with  the  material  from  the  dirty  stage  through  the  various 
processes  to  the  final  cleansing  and  storage  prior  to  sale. 

The  roof  was  thoroughly  repaired,  walls  pointed,  and  a white 
glazed  tile  dado  provided,  windows  with  hopper  lights,  and  concrete 
floor  to  suitable  drainage.  All  up-to-date  equipment  has  been  pro- 
vided and  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  preparation  is 
always  maintained. 

The  discarded  offals  and  residue  from  the  preliminary  cleansing 
are  removed  daily  to  my  Leabrooks  depot  in  galvanised  bins. 

The  premises  are  well  kept  and  the  upper  portion  of  the  walls 
limewashed  at  frequent  intervals. 

Part  4.  Water  Supply. 

Sections  1 11-142. 

Details  may  be  had  on  reference  10  Surveyor’s  report. 

Part  5.  Prevention,  Notification  and  Treatment  of 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Sections  143-150. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  brought  to  my  notice  either  as  a 
result  of  notification  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  from 
private  practitioners,  or  direct  from  the  latter,  requesting  me  to  have 
cases  removed  to  Belper  Isolation  Hospital. 

All  cases  are  recorded  in  the  Infectious  Disease  Register.  A 
visit  is  made  to  the  infected  premises,  enquiries  are  made  and 
disinfection  carried  out  following  removal  of  the  patients. 

A bottle  of  disinfectant  is  left  for  preliminary  soaking  of  infected 
bedding  and  clothing  prior  to  washing.  The  method  of  disinfection 
is  by  use  of  formaldehyde  lamps  and  spray.  An  instruction  leaflet  is 
left  at  the  houses  as  to  precautions  to  be  taken  in  cases  of  infectious 
disease  to  prevent  spread  of  infection.  Infected  bedding  etc.  is  sent 
to  Belper  Isolation  Hospital  in  special  cases  for  steam  disinfection. 

82  Library  books  and  two  boxes  of  school  books  have  been  dis- 
infected by  the  department  in  a special  cabinet  provided  for  the 
purpose. 

Consignments  of  bedding  and  various  articles  have  been  sent  to 
Belper  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam  disinfection  during  the  year. 
The  cost  being  borne  by  the  owner.

Part  9— Common  Lodging  Houses 

Sections  235  — 248. 

There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  district.  This  is 
visited  frequently  and  is  well  maintained.  Limewashing  is  carried 
out  at  prescribed  intervals.  There  has  again  been  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint. 

Part  11 — Watercourses,  Ditches  and  Ponds 

Sections  257  -266. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I made  reference  to  the  serious  pollut- 
ion of  the  pond  in  the  wood  in  Nottingham  Lane,  Riddings.  The 
pond  was  unfenced  and  was  of  considerable  depth.  It  was  filled  up  in 
six  weeks  on  controlled  tipping  lines  and  the  site  left  clean  and  tidy. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Sections  268 — 269. 

The  Cemetery  Lane  site  was  taken  over  by  the  Council  in  October 
and  the  Licences  in  respect  of  8 vans  on  site  revoked.  An  alternative 
site  was  found  in  Meadow  Lane  and  on  this  latter  site  there  are  now 
5 vans. 

All  are  licenced  with  the  usual  conditions  attached  to  each. 

Part  12.  Inspection  of  Offices  (Workplaces). 

Section  343. 

85  visits  have  been  made  to  offices  in  the  district  during  the  year. 
All  have  been  well  kept.  Attention  is  given  to  matters  relating  to 
ventilation,  lighting,  heating  and  sanitary  conditions.  It  has  not 
been  necessary  to  serve  notices  in  respect  of  infringements  under 
the  Act. 

Places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  Section  51. 

Circular  120  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  usual  routine  inspection  of  all  places  of  public  entertainment 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

There  are  five  cinemas  in  the  district,  as  under  :

During  the  year  the  Empire  Theatre  at  Alfreton  was  entirely  re- 
decorated. This  improvement  was  long  overdue,  and  the  manage- 
ment have  been  anxious  to  carry  ont  the  work  since  1939.  The 
co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of  Works  was  greatly  appreciated  in 
the  matter  of  Licence  to  effect  this  desirable  improvement,  and  the 
theatre  is  now  a credit  to  the  town. 
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All  theatres  have  been  well  maintained  during  the  year,  and  the 
usual  certificates  were  issued  to  theatre  managers  as  to  sanitary 
condition  of  the  premises  in  support  of  application  to  the  Licensing 
Justices  for  renewal  of  licences. 

Scabies  Clinic  - Scabies  Order,  1941. 

With  the  cancellation  of  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  which  at  the 
time  we  were  inclined  to  think  was  a little  premature,  my  Council 
decided  to  continue  the  service  at  the  Clinic,  as  the  facilities 
afforded  were  so  much  appreciated  by  persons  attending  for  treat- 
ment. As  the  year  progressed,  the  number  or  cases  requiring 
treatment  gradually  fell  to  negligible  proportions,  and  the  experiment 
of  providing  private  baths  at  a charge  of  sixpence  per  person, 
bringing  own  towel  and  soap,  was  adopted.  A sufficient  number 
of  persons  did  not  respond,  as  the  following  figures  indicate,  and  as 
a consequence  the  Clinic  was  closed  down  in  October,  1949.

Sections  1 — 7 

Sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council 
as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 
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Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.S.c.,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  the  County  Analyst  has 
kindly  supplied  me  with  the  information  of  such  work  carried  out  by 
this  department  during  the  year — 

60  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  during  the  year  1949, 
53  of  these  being  Milk. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  retailer  of  a sample  of  Milk 
seriously  deficient  in  Fat.  The  case  was  dismissed  under  the  Proba- 
tion of  Offenders  Act  on  payment  of  £M\I-  costs.  Six  other  samples 
of  Milk  were  also  deficient  in  Fat  and  the  vendors  were  cautioned. 

Two  samples  of  Jam  Tarts  were  found  to  contain  mineral  oil. 
Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendors,  who  were  each  fined 
£ 2 , including  costs. 

Four  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  deficient  in  Fat.  In  the  absence 
of  a Statutory  Standard  no  proceedings  were  taken,  but  the  results 
were  included,  along  with  other  samples  taken  during  the  year,  in 
reports  to  the  Ministry  as  requested  in  their  Circular  M.F.3/49. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Voluntary  Surrender  of  Unsound  Food,  Sections  9 — 12. 

Food  rationing  was  still  with  us  during  the  year  and  as  a conseq- 
uence the  avoidance  of  unnecessary  waste  of  food  was  of  paramount 
importance  to  the  national  economy.  All  food  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption  when  suitable  was  utilised  as  animal  feeding 
stuffs,  and  was  included  in  the  Council’s  Salvage  Scheme. 

Diseased  meat  condemned  is  sent  for  processing  after  being 
treated  with  Naphthalene  Green.  Whenever  quantities  of  food  in 
excess  of  figures  quoted  in  the  Ministry  of  Food  Circular  have  to  be 
dealt  with  I do  so,  following  instructions  from  the  Regional  Salvage 
Officer.

U.D.C.,  C.  S.  Mead  Esq,,  Regional  Rodent  Officer,  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Nottingham.

Circular  letters  were  addressed  to  all  persons  in  the  food  trade 
and  copy  of  programme  together  with  a printed  message  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  sent  to  every  domestic  and  business 
premises  in  the  area. 

During  the  week  it  is  estimated  that  between  3,000  and  4,000 
people  visited  the  exhibition.  In  addition,  the  Derbyshire  Branch 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Association  held  a Meeting  during  the 
week  and  members  were  given  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  exhibits. 

The  effort  was  very  well  worth  while  and  as  a means  of  stressing 
the  importance  of  environmental  hygiene  to  the  man  in  the  street  an 
exhibition  of  this  nature  has  much  to  commend  it. 

ICE  CREAM  ( Heat  Treatment , etc.)  REGULATIONS , 1947. 

During  the  year  all  premises  from  which  Ice  Cream  is  sold  have 
been  carefully  supervised.  Those  from  which  loose  Ice  Cream  is  sold 
are  provided  with  cubicals,  portable  washbasins,  clean  towels  and 
soap.  The  cubical  consisting  of  a dado  of  plywood,  glass  above  with 
serving  hatch  and  facilities  for  ventilation. 

All  conservators  from  which  prepacked  Ice  Cream  is  sold  are  pro- 
vided with  “Stowed”  protective  covers  to  prevent  misuse  of  the 
conservators,  and  possible  contamination. 

All  premises  have  been  well  kept  during  the  year,  and  there  has 
been  no  cause  for  complaint.

Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority,  all  of  which  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

Fried  Fish  Shops — 

There  are  28  Fried  Fish  Shops  in  the  area,  all  of  which  are  well 
kept.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notice  on  the  occupier  of 
one  of  the  premises  to  carry  out  improvements  in  the  shop  itself  and 
in  the  potato  washing  room.  Statutory  notice  was  also  served  on  the 
owner  to  carry  out  structural  repairs  and  external  decorations.  As 
a Sanitarian  I do  like  to  see  food  shops  with  an  inviting  appearance. 

Milk  Supply. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  and  Food  and  Drugs  Act , 1938.

Food  and  Drugs  ( Milk  and  Dairies)  Act  1944. 

The  registration  of  dairymen,  cowkeepers  and  all  premises  from 
which  milk  is  sold  was  until  October  1st  1949  carried  out  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1926,  and  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  Part  2,  Section  20.  By  virtue  of  the  new 
Regulations  and  the  Transfer  of  Functions  (Food  and  Drugs)  Order, 
1948,  certain  work  carried  out  by  the  local  authority  was  transferred 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Copies  of  Registers 
and  other  detailed  information  was  given  to  the  Ministry,  and  the 
department  co-operated  and  gave  all  possible  assistance. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  quite  a number  of  my  colleagues  have 
been  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  taking 
with  them  years  of  practical  experience  and  technical  knowledge,  we 
can  quite  rightly  anticipate  that  there  will  be  no  relaxing  in  the  effort 
made  by  the  local  authorities  such  as  ours  to  maintain,  and  if  possi- 
ble, improve,  the  high  standard  of  premises  and  the  quality  of  milk 
produced  in  the  area. 

Milk  Sampling. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  arranging  in  advance  to  take  samples 
at  a time  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  County  Laboratory,  it  was 
only  possible  to  take  6 samples  of  milk  during  the  year  with  the  fol-

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

All  food  animals  are  slaughtered  in  Government  Slaughterhouses 
with  the  exception  of  pigs  slaughtered  under  licence  issued  at  the 
Local  Food  Office. 

All  such  pigs  are  inspected  after  slaughter  and  every  endeavour  has 
been  made  to  have  the  cottagers’  pigs  slaughtered  in  private  slaughter- 
houses rather  than  in  back  yards  with  the  attendant  inconveniences 
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and  nuisances.  Private  slaughterhouses  have  been  licensed  for  (his 
purpose  and  42  Licences  to  stun  have  been  issued  or  renewed  during 
the  year  and  fees  amounting  to  £2  : 4 : Od  have  been  collected.

The  financial  details  relating  to  this  service  cover  the  financial 
year  ending  31st  March,  1950,  the  balances  having  been  checked 
against  the  books  kept  by  the  Accountant.  Every  possible  economy 
has  been  effected  consistent  with  the  maintamance  of  an  efficient 
service.

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  year  1949  was  quite  uneventful  and 
little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  the  service  ; and  apart 
from  the  increased  sickness  rate  since  the  acceptance  of  the  sickness 
scheme  there  is  very  little  to  comment  upon.  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Council  never  had  a more  conscientious  cleansing  staff  than 
at  present,  and  very  few  complaints  are  received  from  Ratepayers 
with  regard  to  the  service.  Complaints  are  immediately  passed  over 
to  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  concerned  with  a request  that  he  gives  a 
personal  call  on  the  complainant,  and  I find  that  this  method  has  the 
effect  of  reducing  the  causes  of  complaint,  as  the  offender  is  anxious 
to  avoid  making  the  same  mistake  twice.  During  the  year  the  sug- 
gestion to  introduce  a five  day  working  week  was  rejected  by  the 
workmen. 

Protective  Clothing. 

All  workmen  have  been  provided  with  two  suits  of  overalls  and 
one  pair  of  gloves  per  year. 

Plant. 

The  Salvage  Plant  at  Leabrooks  consists  of  Paper  and  Textile 
Baling  Shed  containing  two  Hunter  Penrose  Hand  Operated  Baling- 
Presses,  one  Rowells  Corrugated  Iron  Tin  Baling  Shed  containing 
one  Shirtliffe  Electrically  operated  Bijoli  Press  for  baling  destructor 
scrap.  The  size  of  the  bales  being  about  20in.  x 12in.  x 5in.  A por- 
tion of  the  shed  is  used  to  house  a Drimet  Battery  Charging  Rectifier 
for  charging  batteries  used  on  the  cleansing  vehicles. 

Garages. 

In  previous  reports  I have  had  to  mention  the  inadequacy  of 
Garage  accomodation.  During  the  year  we  have  constructed  three 
garages  with  our  own  labour.  One  is  fiited  with  an  excellent  inspec- 
tion pit  to  facilitate  inspection  and  greasing  of  vehicles,  and  if  the 
Council  at  some  future  date  decides  to  employ  a mechanic  to  carry 
out  the  minor  repairs,  decarbonising,  etc.,  this  building  would  be  ex- 
cellent for  the  purpose.

In  view  of  the  economy  drive  I decided  to  carry  on  using  the  old 
type  Bedford  long  wheeled  base  vehicle  for  a further  year.  However 
a new  type  Dennis  lOCu.  Yd.  vehicle  has  been  placed  on  order  for 
delivery  in  April,  1951. 

House  and  Trade  Refuse  and  Nightsoil. 

Throughout  the  year  the  regular  service  wTas  maintained.  House 
Refuse  collected  once  per  week.  Trade  Refuse  and  Salvage  twice  a 
week.  Closet  pails  at  least  once  a week,  except  in  cases  of  oxer- 
crowded  premises  where  pails  are  emptied  twice  weekly.  Cesspools 
have  been  emptied  free  of  charge  twice  per  year,  and  where  necessary 
additional  clearances  have  been  charged  for.  The  revenue  from  these 
sources  can  be  ascertained  on  reference  to  the  costing  report  on  ser- 
vices. 

Disposal  of  Household  Refuse. 

The  controlled  tip  at  Leabrooks  has  been  well  maintained  during 
the  year,  and  owing  to  the  increased  volume  of  refuse  being  recovered, 
is  rapidly  filling  up.  As  mentioned  in  my  last  report  the  suggestion 
to  disc,  harrow  and  seed  the  finished  portion  was  carried  out,  and 
my  Public  Health  Committee  recently  inspected  the  site,  and  were 
pleased  with  what  they  saw.  During  the  year  we  had  many  visitors 
from  other  local  authorities,  and  from  school  children  studying  social 
service.  All  were  particularly  impressed  by  the  possibilities  in  the 
controlled  tipping  of  refuse. 

The  Surveyor  very  kindly  tar  sprayed  the  tip  road  and  frontage 
to  the  buildings  on  the  site  after  a surface  drainage  scheme  had  been 
carried  out. 

Reclamation  of  Raw  Materials. 

Whilst  many  local  authorities  were  experiencing  considerable 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  waste  paper  we  found  ourselves  in  the  happy 
position  of  having  a contract  with  Messrs  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd', 
and  an  assured  outlet  for  our  collection.  The  fact  that  certain 
authorities  were  asking  their  ratepayers  to  burn  the  paper  had  an 
adverse  effect  on  our  collection,  and  we  had  the  anomaly  of  trying 
to  increase  our  collection  in  the  face  of  adverse  publicity.  In  the 
meantime  we  held  our  Salvage  Meetings  monthly  throughout  the 
year  and  the  enthusiasm  of  Mr.  H.  Edridge,  Cleansing  Officer  at 
Chesterfield  Borough  has  held  us  together.  As  a result  our  North 
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East  Salvage  and  Cleansing  Committee  has  given  all  salvage  officers 
in  the  area  an  opportunity  of  getting  together  and  thrashing  out  prob- 
lems of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

Trade  Refuse. 

The  income  from  52  business  premises  for  the  collection  of  Trade 
Refuse,  not  having  any  salvage  value  was  .£"123  : 3 : 6d.  Included  in 
this  figure  is  the  revenue  from  various  firms  who  deposit  refuse  on 
the  tip  at  a charge  of  l/-  per  Ton.  The  figure  shows  an  increase  on 
last  year’s  receipts  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  I had  to  stop  the 
uncontrolled  tipping  of  the  Trade  Waste  from  the  Granwood  Flooring 
Co.  Ltd.,  on  land  at  the  rear  of  the  New  Inn,  Riddings.  Provision 
was  made  for  the  reception  of  this  material  at  our  Leabrooks  Tip  at 
a charge  of  l/-  per  estimated  ton. 

Kitchen  Waste. 

The  twice  weekly  collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  (Wednesday  and 
Saturday)  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  communal 
bins  provided  by  the  council  are  fitted  with  special  non-  blow  off  lids, 
and  are  sited  at  schools,  and  works’  canteens,  cafes,  hotel  kitchens, 
and  at  convenient  sites  in  the  streets. 

Private  collectors  cut  across  our  scheme  and  render  it  impossible 
to  obtain  our  target  of  1 ton  per  1,000  population.
